WE NEED THE MARINE 


The importance of the American marine and, 
necessity of its maintenance in order that our trade| 
with the world may not be discriminated against, was 
emphasized recently by Secretary of Commerce Hoov- 
er in an address in New York on “The Future of 
Our Foreign Trade.” 

After discussing the problem of foreign mono- 
polies and the way to combat them through an in- | 
dependent supply of the monopolized commodity of | 
our own, the secretary of commerce said: 

“We need to visualize our overseas transporta- 
tion sea routes which are the extensions to our own} 
inland trade routes. There is only one protection of | 
cur commerce from discrimination and from combina- 
tions which would impose onerous freiglft rates. That | 
is to maintain upon these trade routes the regular opera 
tion of very substantial shipping under the American 
flag. 

“We will never have a real or satisfactory mer- 
chant marine until it is owned..and maintained by 

private enterprise. “The government cannot operate 
“cheaply. It cannot avoid the interminable difficult- 
ies and wastes of bureaucracy and above all, the di- 
rect and indirect political pressures. 

“Some of the lines on important trade routes are 
today successfully operated udder the American flag 
by private enterprise. With the growth of the vol- 
ume of trade most of the lines can I believe, be ulti- 
mately disposed of to successful private operation. 

With the necessity of our maintenance of an 
American merchant marine every patriotic American 
will agree. American ships are necessary for two 
reasons, first that our shippers may not be discrimin~ 
ated against, and second for protection in case of war. 
Now that foreign governments have gone into the 
business of forming monopolies to fix prices it is all 


of our own. It is as easy to gouge with freight rates 
in this regard will be a good fleet of ocean carriers 
flying the.

334 yards striped material 36 or 40 inches 
wide and 134 yard of lining for the blouse 
to which the skirt is attached. 

The back and front gores of the skirt and 
back and front of the blouse are laid along 
the lengthwise fold of material for correct 
cutting. Mark the notches and perfora- 
tions carefully, then place the other parts 
of the pattern on the fabric as shown in the 
cutting guide. 

Putting the dress together is merely a 
matter of joining seams in numerical order.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—A ter- |

-past and future, will be waged | 
when the armies or democracy and 
republicanism come to grips on 
the stump this summer in the 
bitter fight tor control of the | 
next ccngress. 


Some of the Democrais, at least 
will demand another early cut, 
to press business and the indivi 
dual taxpayer still further from 
the bureau which was lightened 
when congress slashed $380 9vU0,- 
QOU from the nation’s tax bills ix 
February. 


Already rumbling of the inipend 
ing conflict are beginning to be 
heard in the halls of the capi‘o! 
Thev will gain in volume when 
the primary campaigns ges under 
way shortly. 
~The tax cut issue is sure to be 
thrust wa tne front in theses cam- 
paigns, congressional leaders say, 
because every senator and_ re- 
presentative who is fighting to re- 
tain his seat against oppositior 
within his party will base his 
strongest appeals on the claim 
that. he healped to reduce th: 
burden. 

Charges that “piece-meal tax re- 
duction” is being handed ont by 
the entrenched Republicans will 
become a democratic trump card 
as soon as the candidates swing 
into the general election came 
paign. 

The direct charge will be made, 
it is indicated, that the Republic- 
ans are storing up their tax re- 
duction bait to dangle it beforc 
the eyes of enraptured voters just 
before election time. 

Recent: phenémenal tax collect- 
ions will be brought forward to 
support the charge. 

Republicans could point out, if 
they took the stump today, that 
the treasury has a_ surplus. of 
nearly $300,000,000. There has been 
no indication that this will be sub- 
stantially diminished at the end 
of the fiscal year, June 30. I! 
collections maintain their present 
pace, without an unexpected drain 
on the treasury, it will increase. 

In accordance with annual cus- 
tom, this surplus will be devoted 
at the end of the fiscal year to re- 
ducing the amount of treasury 
borrowings Or to paying off par: 
of the maturing” public debt. Ex- 
istence of the surplus, however 
will be cited as evidence that fur- 
ther tax reduction is possible. 

Moreover, unless revenues slump 
the treasury will be building «au- 
other surplus in the coming fiscu} 
year,’ which might permit re- 
duction of taxes without ‘the 7on- 
servative treasury policy of de 
voting large sums of reliction «ut 


The Democrats, it is believed in 
congressional circles, will atiempt 
to force the administration to 


make another tax cut the minute j; 


revenues under the nev: tax law 


have been tested sufficiently te; 


make it feasible. 

Otherwise, they will charg, the 
reduction will be deferred to 1925 
and “sprung” shortly before the 
fornenet election, perhaps with 
| sufficient force and acclaim to 
determine the outcome of that 
epochal contest. , 

The Republicans reply, the fore- 
shadowed at the capital, will b: 
“bunk!” 

A Republican administration 
‘backed by a Republican congress, 
has lifted a $286,000,000 load from 
the shoulders of the burdened tax- 
payer and this without departing 
from the conservative policies 
which have marked the conduct oi 
the treasury under Secretary Mel 
lon, they will assert. 

Drastic economy in government 
enforced by President Coolidge 
made the reduction possible, Re- 
publicans deciare. They will stake 
their fortunes largely on the 
popular appeal of this economy 
the resulting lower taxes, and re 
tention of the present tariff. 

With 32 senate seats to be fill- 
ed and an entirely new house to 
be elected this fall, tax issues will 
have perhaps the most thorough 


airing they have ever received.
